Surrender of Germany, Surren¬ 
der of Japan, Death of 
Roosevelt, Atomic Bomb, 
SanFraneisoo -Conference

Month by month during, 1946, 
sensational victories built up to 
result in collapse of Germany and 
Japan and the declaration of sur¬ 
render. The news from the outset 
was far different from that which 
made headlines in the previous 
years of war. 

In January, 1946, Germans lost 
241 planes on the Western front, 
Americans invaded Leizon. Rus¬ 
sians started a winter offensive, 
and Allies renew winter offensive.

The vexatious 
question-of U.F.A. co-operatives has been removed 
from the picture by CBS’ agreement that these be not 
included in the amalgamation but continue as U.F.A. 
co-operatives. 

Although the U.F.A. ceases existence in its old 
capacity of leadership, it will have rtVuch of exper- 
iepce’and vigor to bring to the merger. It has beeif 
a vital farm influence since the birth of the province 
and has always shown wisdom in choice of leader¬ 
ship. Many able men who have striven mightily for 
Alberta have been discovered and encouraged 
through the United Farmers, and have brought dis¬ 
tinction to this province. Educationally the organiza¬ 
tion has been one of the greatest stimulants this 
province has ever known. Even though the wisdom 
of U.F.A. entrance into the political world has been 
questioned, much advanced and progressive legis¬ 
lation was made effective during the period of U.F. 
A government. 

Whatever the future may bring in a greater uni¬ 
fication of all farm interests under the A.F.A. the 
accomplishments of the U.F.A. will not be forgotten. 
They have written foreVer "into the history of Al¬ 
berta a splendid rec&rd of aspiration and achieve¬ 
ment. 


fFHERE must have beervsgp-ow in the hearts of 
many U.F.A. delegates atthe annual convention 
when they voted that their organization would sacri¬ 
fice its identity and merge with the Alberta Federa- 
atlon of Agriculture. Many Albertans in no way iden¬ 
tified with the U.FA.., while recognizing that the 
merger is in best farm interests, feel deeply regret^ 
lul at this loss of identity. 

There is no doubt that the union under the A.F.A. 
brings together.all farm groups under one banner, 
thereby increasing strength in objectives to be gain¬ 
ed. . It brings together wheat, beef and poultry pro- 
duers, and every element of agriculture to act in co¬ 
ordination along educational and marketing lines. 
Most important of all, it links the Alberta farm pop¬ 
ulation directly with the Canadian Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture, as well as with the federations of other 
provinces. From the standpoint of organized set-up 
it is a real step forward. Will the new organization 
capture and hold the active loyalty and awareness 
that the U.F.A. built up ? 

The agreement to merge U.F.A. and A.F.U. under 
the X.F.A. is the decisive move which has been build¬ 
ing up for some years. And high time too, when 
post-war markets and conditions require Ihat agri¬ 
culture make its needs known and its influence felt 
to the maximum.
